Seniors on the Move

Transportation for America
reports that the baby boom gen
eration is the largest in U.S.
history, with more than 77 mil
lion people born between 1946
and 1964. Baby boomers are
also unique because they came
of age during the unprece
dented economic expansion
that followed World War II,
which helped fuel the rise of
new suburban communities
and increased reliance on the
automobile. As our Sea Cliff
senior and boomer community
“ages in place” theft driving

ability may diminish over time
increasing the need for afford
able transportation alterna
tives. A 2004 study found that
seniors age 65 and older who no
longer drive make 15 percent
fewer trips to the doctor, 59
percent fewer trips to shop or
eat out, and 65 percent fewer
trips to visit friends and family,
than drivers of the same age.

Our Village of Sea Cliff is
served by a host of public and
private transportation services.
Perhaps no one source is per
fect; however, we are lucky to
have many options insuring our
seniors’ mobility and independ
ence. We can truly get just
about anywhere; what a great
place to live! Let’s start on the
public macro level. The Long Is
land Railroad has local stops
serving our community. The
train runs weekdays as well as
weekends and can take you as
far east as Oyster Bay and as
far west as Manhattan.
Change in Jamaica for the “Mr
Trait” bound for JFK and be
yond, or once in the city find a

plethora of travel options to
connect to. If help is required, a
call ahead can insure you assis
tance at Penn Station. Long Is
land Transit offers express
luxury motor coach service
from Glen Cove directly to Mid
town, Wall Street and the
World Financial Center week
days with departures in the
morning and return trips in the
evening. The Nassau Inter
County Express bus (NICE)
has recently cut service in our
area but continues to run rush
hour service on the N27, Glen
Cove to Hempstead (via the
mall) and the N21 Glen Cove to
Flushing (#7 Subway station).
Both buses operate stops in Sea
Cliff but only on weekdays,
weekend service has been dis
continued. If one is unable to
get to a bus stop and the trip’s
start and end is within a 3/4
mile of a fixed bus route, Ab
leRide (run by NICE) may be
appropriate. This is door to
door daily service on an ap
pointment basis. An applica
tion is necessary and it requires

a doctor’s certification of dis
ability.

In this struggling economy,
budget cuts and schedule
changes have regrettably made
our public transpiration system
less accessible and accommo
dating to the needs of our sen
iors. Midday and weekend
travel has become strained.
However, in Sea Cliff we are
quite fortunate to have many
community led transportation
options. On the micro level, we
do quite well. We are served by
two local taxi companies who
provide 24/7 service. Rotary
Rides can provide medical
transportation and may prove a
suitable alternative when Able
Ride is a poor fit. This is a com
munity-funded service admin
istered by The Glen Cove
Senior Center. The Glen Cove
Senior Center also provides
transportation from Sea Cliff to
and from all of its programs in
cluding a grocery shopping
option on Mondays and Thurs
days. Finally, our future fo
cused Vifiage of Sea Cliff

operates its own senior bus and
offers door to door service on
Wednesdays for grocery shop
ping and on Tuesdays and Fri
days for the Mutual Concerns
senior luncheon. Reservations
can be made by calling Village
Hall. If medical transportation
is needed, the Sea Cliff Senior
Action Committee has volun
teer drivers who offer trans
portation to local doctor’s
appointments.

Transportation is and wifi re
main a focus for Sea Cliff Sen
ior Outreach. Opportunities to
effect change on all levels exist
and rest assured your needs
will be represented. If you re
quire transportation to insure
your independence and good
health, feel free to call Karen
Montagnese, Senior Outreach
Worker at 671-0080 x20. To
gether we can explore options
and create a plan so that no
senior is isolated or without ac
cess to services.

site has been launched so that res
idents can more easily obtain in-
formation, applications and
contacts in the Village.

Phase 1 ofthe renovation ofVil
lage Hall was completed. It is the
intention of this Board to ensure
that this building wifi be our Com
munity Center for years to come.
• Our business community is
buzzing with the addition of two
new restaurants on Sea Cliff Av
enue.
• We have begun a complete re
codification of our Code Book
which has taken countless hours
ofthoughtful work.
• The Village’s relationships with
our neighboring communities, the
Town of Oyster Bay, Nassau
County, New York State and our
Federal elected officials, has never
been stronger. As most ofyou are
aware, I met with Governor
Cuomo several weeks back and I
share the Governor’s vision fbr a
stronger and sustainable Empire
State. Along with former Trustee
Phil Como, I spent a couple of
hours recently with US Congress
man Steve Israel, who through re
districting, is likely to become our
representative. We surveyed the
Village, our buildings and parks,
and I believe he will serve us well.
• We survived Hurricane Irene
this past August and as is t~ical
in Sea Chi~ trouble brought us
closer together as a community.

While the upcoming year will
present challenges, the outlook for
the Vifiage is excellent. We held
our budget hearing for fiscal year
2012-2013 on April 9 and despite
incredible increases in health care,

pension and insurance costs, my
proposed budget actually reduces
spending. Despite a reduction in
overall spending, there is also are
duction in other revenues so we
are looking at a tax increase in the
neighborhood of 1.6%.

While it is not solely a Sea Cliff’
issue, the proposed closing of the
Glenwood LIPA plant could have
some significant impact on our
residents. We are working closely
with the school district and our
state officials to try to minimize
the financial impact of such a
drastic action.

We intend to move on to Phase
2 of the renovation ofVillage Hall
and are continuing to seek alter
native funding sources for this
project. We are also investigating
funding sources for a much
needed major renovation to the
children’s library.

This summer we expect to hold
public meetings in regard to re
codification of the entire Vifiage
code and look forward to public
input once a draft is prepared.

I would like to take this oppor
tunity to thank the Board of
Trustees, all the appointed Board
Members, the entire Vifiage staff;
the countless committees and vol
unteers, our thriving Arts com
munity and all the residents who
work so hard and selflessly to as
sure the quality of life we have
come to enjoy.

Sea Cliff continues to be the
shining star of the North Shore.
The Board of Trustees and I are
proud to be your representatives
and advocates.

Pools

Since we are always con
cerned with safety in the Vil
lage, we are providing a
summary of the latest pool
safety requirements as pub
lished in the New York State
Building Code. If Vifiage resi
dents wish to discuss any items
in detail, they can contact the
Building Superintendent at
Village Hall.
Pool Alanns

Every swimming pool that
is installed, constructed or sub
stantially modified after De
cember 14, 2006 must be
equipped with an approved
pool alarm which:

Is capable of giving an audi
ble alarm when it detects a
child entering the water;

A hot tub or spa equipped
with a safety cover or any
swimming pool (other than a
hot tub or spa) equipped with
an automatic power safety
cover.

On April 27th, the U.S. Envi
ronmentai Protection Agency
honored the Hempstead Har
bor Protection Committee
(HHPC) by presenting the or
ganization with a 2012 Envi
ronmental Quality Award for
its efforts in achieving the high
est standard for water quality
and re-opening 2,500 acres to
shelifish harvesting for the first
time in over 40 years.
Bill Clemency, Chair of the
HIIPC, accepted the award at
the EPA’s headquarters in
Lower Manhattan along with
Sea Cliff Mayor Bruce
Kennedy, HHPC Executive Di
rector Eric Swenson, and Coali
tion to Save Hempstead Harbor
Board Member Kay Bromberg.
Mr. Clemency stated, “When
the nine local governments
that make up the HHPC came
together as a committee 17
years ago, we all hoped that
one day we would see shell fish
ing again in Hempstead Har
bor. Many of us felt that this
was a distant dream — that
maybe we would see it in our
lifetime but there were so many
obstacles that had to be tackled
first. This achievement shows
that things can change and
will, as long as there is a vision
and everyone is willing to work
together toward that goal.”

HHPC’s Executive Director

Eric Swenson added: ‘We are
honored to receive this award,
but in all fairness this was a
team effort that involved many
players working hard over
many years. This would not
have been possible without the
efforts of a citizens’ group, the
Coalition to Save Hempstead
Harbor, which was formed in
1986; the nine member munic
ipalities which have collectively
invested tens of millions of dol
lars into cleaning up and pro
tecting the harbor; the funding
agencies like the New York
State Department of State, the
DEC and the National Fish
and Wildlife Foundation that
fund much of what we do; and
lastly the Village of Sea Cliff for
providing administrative sup
port and a meeting space for us
to function.”

Mayor Kennedy added that
“Former Sea Cliff Mayor Ted
Blackburn and then-Assembly
man Tom DiNapoli were vi
sionaries when they created
Long Island’s first inter-munic
ipal watershed organization.
There can be no better proof of
their foresight than for us to
achieve the highest possible
water quality standard and
then to be recognized by the
federal government as environ
mental leaders for the state”.

Grilling Safety
by Drew Lawrence, Superintendent of Buildings

There’s nothing like outdoor
grilling. It’s one of the most
popular ways to cook food. But,
a grill placed too close to any
thing that can burn is a fire
hazard. They can be very hot,
causing burn injuries. Follow
these simple tips and you will
be on your way to safe grilling.
SAFETY TIPS
• Propane and charcoal BBQ
grills should only be used out
doors.
• The grill should be place well

away from the home, deck rail
ings and out from under eaves
and overhanging branches.
• Keep children and pets at
least three feet away from the
grill area.
• Keep your grill clean by re
moving grease or fat buildup
from the grills and in trays
below the grill.
• Never leave your grill unat
tended.
CHARCOAL GRILL
• There are several ways to get

the charcoal ready to use. Char
coal chimney starters allow you
to start the charcoal using
newspaper as a thel.
• If you use a starter fluid, use
only charcoal starter fluid.
Never add charcoal fluid or any
other flammable liquids to the
fire.
• Keep charcoal fluid out of the
reach of children and away
from heat sources.
• There are also electric char
coal starters, which do not use

fire. Be sure to use an extension
cord for outdoor use.
• When you are finished
grilling, let the coals completely
cool before disposing in a metal
container.
PROPANE GRILLS
Check the gas tank hose for
leaks before using it for the first
time each year. Apply a light
soap and water solution to the
hose. A propane leak will re
lease bubbles. If your grill has
a gas leak, by smell or the

soapy bubble test, and there is
no flame, turn off the gas tank
and grill, if the leak stops, get
the grill serviced by a profes
sional before using it again, if
the leak does not stop, call the
fire department. If you smell
gas while cooking, immedi
ately get away from the grill
and call the fire depart
ment. Do not move the grill.

The son of one of Sea Cliffs
early police officers, John had an
active childhood during the pe
riod just after WWI. He at
tended Sea Cliff School,
graduating from the high school
in 1931. For a time prior to mil
itary service, John worked in the
fuel oil business and, naturally
affibitious, was in managethèflt
before too long.

John was married to North
Patterson, a high school class
mate, who provided him with
many years of a happy and lov
ing partnership. On many occa
sions during John’s career in
public service, North was al
ways close by to remind him of
the name ofwhatever individual
who happened to be approach
ing.

After the war, John returned
to Sea Cliff and in 1947 was
elected Mayor, running under
the banner of the newly formed
Civic Progress Party. His
tenure as mayor lasted until
1952, at which time he was
elected to the New York State
Assembly. Later, John also
served locally as the Supervisor

He was a
longtime member of our fire de
partment, the driving force be
hind the creation of our
Centennial Garden, the organ
izer of Sea Cliffs Bicentennial
Celebration and one of the plan
ners of the beautiful Memorial
Park.

In his later years, John was
also known by the nickname
“Mr. Sea Cliff” In recognition of
his many accomplishments and
for all he contributed to Sea
Clift our Village Green is named
in his honor.

John passed away at the age
of 87 in 2000, having lived a frill
and active life.
